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Basic Information 

Massachusetts College of Art is the only 
autonomous publically-funded college of 
art in the United States. Founded in 1873, 
the college enjoys an international reputa- 
tion for its training of artists, art edu- 
cators, and art specialists. To under- 
graduate students in all of its departments 
— Art Education, Critical Studies, Design, 
Media and Performing Arts, Three-Dimen- 
sional Fine Arts, and Two-Dimensional 
Fine Arts — the college grants the 
Bachelor of Fine Arts degree. To graduate 
students it grants the Master of Science in 
Art Education degree and the Master of 
Fine Arts degree. 

The Program of Continuing Education 
is self funding. It offers fully-accredited 
undergraduate and graduate-level courses 
in all fields of study available at the 
college. Continuing Education itself does 
not grant degrees. Credit for Continuing 
Education courses can be applied toward 
degrees granted by Massachusetts College 
of Art and other colleges. For more infor- 
mation about credit, see the “Academic 
Policies” section of this catalog. 

Massachusetts College of Art is 
accredited by the New England Asso- 
ciation of Schools and Colleges and by the 
National Association of Schools of Art. 
Safety in Studio Areas 
Toxic materials, toxic vapors and gasses 
and dangerous machinery are among the 
potential health hazards encountered by 
the studio artist. Students and faculty are 
urged to (1) familiarize themselves with 
possible health hazards in the areas in 
which they are working, and (2) utilize all 
available techniques and equipment to 
minimize hazards. In some areas the use of 
respirators or safety goggles is a require- 
ment at the college. 

Pregnant women, persons with 
respiratory problems, and persons placed 
under physical restrictions by their 
physicians must make their conditions 
known to their instructors as soon as 
courses begin. Instructors with students in 
the above-named conditions must discuss 
each case with the college’s Nurse. In some 
cases the college may insist that a student 
withdraw from a course. (Tuition and fees 
will be refunded.) 

Occupational hazards technology is 
rapidly growing and changing. Students 
and faculty with information, ideas, and 
concerns, or even just worries and 
suspicions are urged to contact the 
college’s Committee on Safety by calling 
the Nurse, Extension 35. 

Safety Outside the Overland Building 
Students, faculty, and staff arriving at or 
departing from the Overland Building after 
dark are urged to be careful. As with 
many city college campuses, the building's 
neighborhood sees little pedestrian traffic 
after working hours. Those leaving the 
building, especially women, should walk 
in groups. In case of any difficulty or 
worry, please seek help immediately from 
the security guard at the front desk.

I. Graduate Application Form

II. College Transcript(s) 

Have official transcripts from EACH 
college you have attended forwarded. If 
you are currently completing your under- 
graduate program or enrolled in graduate 
studies elsewhere, send a listing of courses 
not on the transcript that will be completed 
before the expected date of enrollment in 
MassArt. 

III. Recommendations 

Request letters of reference from three 
people who know you and can comment 
on your qualifications for graduate study. 
At least one letter should be from an 
instructor under whom you have studied. 


IV. Portfolio 

Prepare a slide portfolio containing at least 
15 examples of current work. Slides should 
be presented in 81% x 11” slide file pages. 
Each slide should be labeled, numbered 
and accompanied by a descriptive list. 
Arrangements for non-traditional port- 
folios or presentations should be made 
with the Director of Admissions. 

V. Statement of Purpose 

Send a statement of purpose outlining your 
specific reasons for wishing to undertake 
graduate study at the college. Include any 
honors, activities, achievements, or 
relevant work experience which give evi- 
dence of your probable success in the 
program. With so few openings available 
each year, there is a critical match between 
the statement of purpose and the faculty 
and resources available in the college.
